Is a Railway Dining-Oar a Liquor 
Saloon? 
Railway Age 


The novel and interesting question 


whether a railway dining-car i.s a 
liquor saloon and should be required 
to take out a license for selling liquor 
in every village and city through 
which it passes, is about to bo tested 
in the courts. The village of Tay- 
lorville, Christian county, 111., is a 
no-licente town, and some of its tem- 
perance advocates, being troubled by 
the fact that the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific Company was running 
through its limits dining-cars upon 
which intoxicating liquors were sold, 
sent an officer, who entered the din- 
ing-car, while the train was at the 
depot, and purchased from the con- 
ductor a bottle of beer. 
The con- 


ductor was thereupon arrested with- 
out a warrant, taken from his train 
and brought before a magistrate, who 
fined him §40 for violating u village 
ordinance against keeping open a 
dram-shop. He paid the fine, but 
even then had not satisfied the tem- 
perance people, who caused his im- 
mediate re-arrest for violating the 
State law, and he was held before the 
grand jury, which subsequently in- 
dicted him. The railway company 
proposes to test the question in- 
volved, and has, through tho con- 
ductor, brought suit in the United 
Stales Court at Springfield against

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Guiteau ar- 


rived at the court-house about 9:30, 
and was taken to the waiting-room. 
He appeared rather nervous, and his 
countenance indicated anxiety. When 
ue had taken a seat in the dock, he 
glanced around stealthily over the 
audience, and immediately began a 
harangue evidently intended for the 
jury. 
"1 have received," he said, 


'some 800 letters, a great majority 
of them from ladies. 
When 1 get 


time I shall attend to them. I want 
to send my greetings to the ladies of 
America, and thank them for their 
sympathy. 
They don't want me to 


hanged. 
Public opinion is fast 


changing. 
I received, Saturday, a 


check for $1,000 from tlie stalwarts 
of Brooklyn, and another for $500 
from the stalwarts of New York 
I 


want this jury to understand how 
public opinion is on this casp." 


A bailiff hero tried to silence him, 


when he turned upon him in a most 
vicious manner, and snarled out: 
"You 
keep quiet and mind your busi- 


ness. 
Do not interfere with me 


when I am talking. If yon had any 
sense you wonld understand your 
place." With this opening breeze 
the proceedings in duo form were 
bogun, and Mr. Scoville resumed his 
argument. 


Mr. Scoville proceeded without in- 


terruption for an hour 
His remarks 


were listened to with marked atten- 
tion. He laid stress upon the propo 
sitions that insane men often knew 
the difference between right and 
wrong, and for that reason conceal 
their plans, and that the benefit of 
the doubt should attach to the plea 
of insanity, when raised, with the 
same force as when nrgod in connec- 
tion with the commission of a crime. 
His allusion to the decision of Judge 
Davis, "who went out of his way," 
he said, "to puss upon something not 
involved in the case he was then con- 
sidering," brought Judge Porter to 
his feet with an indignant reply that 
the charge was false. 


Scoville retorted that the opinion 


of a man who sat on the same bench 
with a Barnard and a Cardozo should 
not be receiver! with much consider- 
ation. 


Judge Porter, with even more v 


hemence, reiterated that the charge 
of counsel was absolutely false; thai 
Judge Davis never sat on the bench 
with either of the gentlemen named. 
"If an honorable member of the 
Federal judiciary is to bo put upon 
trial here, I demand." said Judge 
Porter, ''that the record be producer! 
here upon whicli this base charge if 
made." 


Scoville insisted that, when the 


style of proceedings best suited to a 
police court was introduced here bi, 
the prosecution, he should commem 
upon those proceedings as he deemec 
fitting. He should not be frightenec 
by the tragic utterances of Judge 
Porter. He had heard the same 
notes, years ago, from owls at nigh 
in the woods of Ohio. 


Guiteau laughed, and called out 


sneeringly: 
"That's a very fine 


speech, Mr. Porter." 


Mr. Davidge protested that no 


five minutes had been devoted to th< 
proper scope of argument, and th< 
court warned counsel that they mns 
abstain from personalities. 


Mr. Scoville concluded his argil 


ment at 12 o'clock, and in conclusioi 
desired to make a few remarks of a 
personal character. 
Alluding to his 


controversies with Judge Porter, hi 
disclaimed any intention to trans 
gi'ess the bounds of propriety or th< 
rules of practice, but he should crit 
icise the conduct of counsel when it 
merited criticism; and threats of the 
prosecution would not intimidate 
him. Citing the custom of counsel 
upon the other side of bowing to the 
jury upon entering, Scoville said: 
"Sometimes it is three bows all 
around; sometimes more; never less 
than three. It has never been done 
by counsel upon this side, and I do 
not hesitate to criticise the propriety 
of if 


Judge Porter: The gentleman is 


simply instancing his lack of polite- 
ness. If he has no apology to offer. 
I shall certainly not apologize for 


him. 


Recess. 
After recess, Mr. Corkhill stated 


that he had not expected to speak on 
the legal points, relying upon the as- 
surance of the defense that the 
question of jurisdiction would not be 
raised; but as the last two prayers 
of the defense distinctly made that 
issue, he felt it his duty as prosecut- 
ing officer of the Government to ad- 
dress the court upon the question, to 
which he had devoted much careful 
consideration. 
He then proceeded 


to read from printed slips an ex- 
haustive argument upon the subject 
of jurisdiction. The argument oc- 
cupied the attention of the court for 
one hour. 


Davidge then addressed the court 


upon the general propositions con- 
tained in the prayers: "I do not 
deem it necessary," he began, "to 
advert to the question of jurisdic- 
tion at this time." 


"A very wise decision," piped in 


the prisoner. 


Davidgo then discussed the quest- 


ion of "malice," which, he said, in 
its legal sense, meant the intentional 
doing of a wrongful act. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—To day wit- 


nessed another shower of bills in 
both houses. They came singly, in 
pairs and by the dozen, and when 
the day closed several hundred more 
embryo laws choked up the pigeon 
holes of the journal clerks. About 
four-fifths of these were private bills, 
pensions and relief, and to relieve 
the treasury of its surplus cask The 
call of the states appeared to find 
every member heavily loaded with 
bills and only awaiting an opportnn- 


ty to be fired off, Few of the meas- 
ures proposed have even the merit of 
reshness, most of them having been 
>efore the forty, sixth congress. The 
)roportion of private bills was great- 
er than on previous days. 


Among the more important bills 


mtroduced in the house were two to 
amend the constitution of the United 
State. One of them by McOoid, of 
Iowa, is to perpetuate the electoral 
college during the entire presidential 
term. It proposes, that in case of 
the death or disability of the presi- 
dent of the United States, to empow- 
er the electoral college to fill the va- 
cancy by the election of a new presi- 
dent, under the same rules that the 
president is now chosen. 
The other 


amendment by Bayne, of Pennsyl- 
vania, is equally novel. It provides 
that the senate of the United States 
jhall be composed of at least two 
senators from each state, but for each 
million of inhabitants of any state in 
excess of two millions, as ascertained 
from time to time by decennial enu- 
meration, an additional senator shall 
be allowed to each state. The sena- 
tor shall be chosen for a term of six 
years by the people of the several 
states, and in case of vacancy by res- 
ignation or otherwise the executive 
of a state shall issue writs of election 
to fill such vacancies. The places, 
times and manner of holding elec- 
tions for senators and representatives 
shall be presented in each state by 
the legislature, though congress may 
make or alter such regulations." The 
resolution provides that congress 
shall have power to enforce by ap- 
propriate legislation the provisions 
of this article.

Next Spring—A S1.2OO Addition 


for Ii., Q. & Co. 


TO HAVE A MAHSABD BOOF. 


In a short conversation with Mr. J, Ull-

Jllrich has had this move in contempla- 
ion for several years, but he has finallv 
decided to go ahead next spring and have 
the building put up without delay. It 
will be no trouble for him to secure a 
good tenant if he has not already leased 
he building. 


A 81,200 ADDITION. 


Just now Mr. Richard Roberts is busily 


engaged in removing one of Decatur s 
and-marks from the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Cerro Gordo streets—that 
old frame building that in the long ago 
used to be known as Mansfield, Freese k 
jo.'s grain office and bank. It was hero 
during the war that the never-to-be-for- 
gotten card-board money was dealt out in 
exchange for grain and other commodi- 
ties, and though "Dick" kept his eyes 
peeled, he failed to find any of the old 
money in the moistened earth.
